A remarkable giant stick-insect (PHAsMIDAE) from East Africa, with notes 
on its eggs and defensive attitude. 


2. Mr. A. Weilti (on behalf of Mr. L. G. Hulls). 
Entomological gems. 
[Abstract. ] 

In the 18th century J. Tassie of Glasgow made a large number of impres- 
sions of various subjects including some insects. The originals were executed 
in wax and impressions afterwards made in a hard white enamel. These are 
much sought by collectors today. In 1781 R. E. Raspe published a 2-volume 
“ Descriptive catalogue of a general collection of ancient and modern engraved 
gems... cast by J. Tassie.”’ Mr. Hulls has a large collection and some 
specimens will be exhibited. 


3. Dr, L. E. R. Picken (a visitor), 
Shape and molecular orientation in the scales of Lepidoptera. 
[Abstract. ] 


The search for synthetic substitutes for natural products has resulted on 
the one hand in the plastics industry, on the other in increased knowledge of 
the materials of which plants and animals are composed. In particular it has 
been shown that the molecular structure of these materials determines their 
properties. The knowledge acquired sheds light on much that was hitherto 
obscure in morphogenesis. This will be illustrated in the case of certain 
cuticular structures in insects: more particularly, the scales of Lepidoptera. 
It will be shown that shape and mechanical and optical properties are inti- 
mately related to molecular structure and orientation. 


4. Mr. B. D. Wragge Morley. 
Observations on the ant fauna of a garden in Southern England (1934-1942). 
[ Abstract. ] 


The garden is some two acres in area, not including the house. It has a 
southern aspect and is situated at the top of a slight elevation. Although the 
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garden is almost in the centre of a large town (Bournemouth), a strip of uncul- 
tivated land, on which pine trees and bracken flourish, 1s retained round its 
edge. The ants found in the garden include Acanthomyops (Dendrolasius) 
fuliginosus Latr., A. (Chthonolasius) miatus Nyl., Formica fusca L., Myrmiea 
laevinodis Nyl., M. ruginodis Nyl., and the common A. niger L. There has 
been considerable variation in the population of both individual nests and the 
species as a whole, coupled with consequent variation in the area of territory 
occupied and foraged. One interesting feature of the fauna is a mixed nest 
of A. (D.) fuliginosus—A. (C.) maxius.
